Women's History Month Specials (March 11-22) 
to Catch in the Archives 


It's been amazing to hear so much great programming during March for Women's History Month. Here's a 
look at programming from the past two weeks that focused on female artists and women's history in 
music. Act fast to catch some of these specials in the KFJC Broadcast Archives, as they will depart two 
weeks after they first aired. 


Matana Roberts: The Emotional Journey of Coin Coin and Beyond 
Friday March 11 at 6am-10am 
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2015 (see playlist). Matana Roberts is a musician, playing the alto saxophone. She works in performance 
using sound, movement, theater, dance, poetry and more to bring to the listener a complex interpretation 
of human experience. With a mix of improvisation and structure her works are redefining what and how 
story telling look and may be presented. Focusing on the first three chapters of her epic piece, "Coin 
Coin", as well as interviews, and selections of her other works, the special will provide an overview of this 
extremely important musician and dynamic force in the world of jazz and performance at large. 


Girl Punks: How the 1990s Riot Grrrl Scene Launched a Revolution, Pt. 1

In honor of Women's History Month, KFJC rebroadcasts a special that originally aired on Mayhem 11, 

2010 (see playlist and check out the old KFJC webpage for the special!). With connections to punk rock 
and 'zine culture; the riot grrrl scene was spawned in the Pacific Northwest and the D.C. area in the early 
1990s. Taking a DIY approach to both music and feminism, young women drew on the intensity of punk to 
bring girls to the forefront of their own music scene. In the special, we'll provide a bit of history about riot 
grrrl and hear music from the artists typically associated with the scene, including Bratmobile, Lois, Mecca 
Normal, Heavens to Betsy, Excuse 17, Tream Dresch, and Jenny Toomey. We'll discuss how festivals in 
the Pacific Northwest helped to foster the movement, including the International Pop Underground 
Festival and later Yo Yo a Go Go. And, we'll take a look at how the riot grrrl scene empowered girls to start 
their own festivals and music tours, including "Free to Fight" (Shows with music and self-defense 
demonstrations), and Ladyfest. Tune in next week for part two.

Thoughtline: Resurrecting Ethel Smith, An American Instrumentalist, Multimedia Star

Ethel Smith would be 120 years old this coming November. A mid-20th century recording and media 
megastar, she elevated the public perception of female instrumentalists as entertainers while popularizing 
the Hammond B3 organ to millions. She was featured in MGM musicals in the 1940s, released hundreds 
of recordings, and wrote a number of musical instruction books. Largely forgotten, her fascinating and 
enigmatic personality remains riddled with --- well, riddles. She scrupulously avoided the press and even if 
alive, would likely pass on the celebratory interview. Geoff Alexander has been researching Ethel Smith 
and will share why she is an important woman to be celebrated.
